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Selectmen quiz developer 


The proposal to build a 1000-unit 
sons in North Wilmington met with a 
barrage of pointed questions and 
criticism Monday night at the 
meeting of the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen. 

Developer Lawrence Burns. was 
seldom if ever at a loss for an answer 
to the questions, but he was abile to do 
little to assuage the criticism of some 
members of the board. 

Early in the meeting, before the 
arrival of the developer, it was 
pointed out to the selectmen by Ar- 
nold Blake of the Board of Water 
Commissioners, that the town sup- 
posedly owned some seven and one 
half acres of land in the middle of the 
site. 

“It has been reported as town 
property, but there is no clear title,”’ 
Blake said. ‘‘If we have good deeds, 
they're buried in teh vault in the 

Blake said that the site was in the 
middle of the town water supply. He 
said that the town now has a water 


Developer Burns and Attorney 
Joseph Courtney appeared before the 
board for an 8 p.m. appointment to 
present an informational discussion of 
the proposed development. The 
presentation required no formal ac- 
tion on the part of the selectmen. The 


Objected to the changing of a working 
session of the board into a full 
meeting. Banda had said at the time 
he would like to see more townspeople 
able to attend the meeting. 

The rescheduled meeting attracted 
a dozen or so residents, most of them 
living im the area in which the 
development would be located. 

Courtney opened the presentation 
with a description of the location of 
the site. He then said that the 
development would be effectively 
limited by the federal program in- 
by the town. 


Gess of 400 units, according to the 


thent would be restriected to persons 
@ver 60 years of age. He said that the 
development would allow 
homeowners with too large a home to 
Convert their equity without paying a 
capital gains tax. 

Burns said that the Wilmington 
Housing Authority has received 
federal approval for another 29 units 
of housing, under a program, but has 
only been able to find two units in 
town. He said that the authority has 
been unable to come up with the other 
27. 

Burns said that the units could be 
purchased by individuals, or could be, 


purchased or leased by the housing 
authority. He said that the 
possibilities were open. If a person 
wished, he could buy more than one 
unit, but nobody under 60 would be 
allowed to live in them, he said. 

Selectman Dan Gillis then took the 
floor, making reference to his role in 
the formation of the zoning by-laws, 
and to a statement by a former town 
manager that the town should be wary 
of any investment property in town. 
He also pointed out that current 
assessment practice brought into con- 
sideration the profitability of any 
commercial property in determining 
its tax. 

He warned that if the apartments 
are not profitable, then how could the 
town tax. them. 

He closed saying, ‘‘If I can be sold, I 
guess anyone can be sold.” 

Selectman James Banda then 
spoke, very diplomatically defending 
his action of the previous week, but 
apologizing for any misunderstan- 
dings brought about. He said that he 
had taken advantage of the time and 
had studied the brochure on the 
proposal, and had come up with 
several questions. 

Banda asked how the proposal was 
to go before the Board of Appeals? 

Courtney replied that it was on the 
basis of a by-law which allows 
Building of subsidized housing for the 
elderly. 

Banda then declared emphatically 
his opposition to the project. Gestur- 
ing to the brochure, he said, “I've 
read this thing, and I think it is very 
misleading to the senior citizens.” 

He then asked Burns, ‘‘What bank 
do you have that would give a 27 year 
95% mortgage?” 

Burns said that the mortgages 
would be in five-year renewables. He 
also said that a key feature was the in- 
expensiveness of the units. 

Banda said that he was bothered by 
the “common cost," which would 
come in year after year. He also ask- 
ed about the trustees of the proposed 
development. ‘What happens if they 
go bankrupt."’ 

Burns replied that the trustees 
would not go bankrupt. The costs, he 
said, would go out of line, instead. 

Burns said that he was proposing to 
have seven trustees, with the 
members to be named by various 
groups, such as the selectmen, hous- 
ing authority or residents. 

Banda then expressed concern that 
a senior citizen would move in and 
then be assessed charges for services 

Selectman James Miceli then took 
the floor, restoring calm to the discus- 
sion. He asked if Burns had done any 
market surveys. 

Burns said that his only information 
was from the Wilmington Housing 
Authority. But he described the need 
as tremendous. a 

“The number of people is 
hypothetical,” he said, referring to 
the length of the waiting list for public 
housing units. “If you haven't got a 
product, then you've got no 
customers,” he said, offering a reason 
why people would hesitate to sign up 
on the waiting list at the Housing 
Authority.

Miceli said that he was opposed to 
having 1000 units concentrated on one 
site, stressing that the town needed a 
decentralization of population. 

Burns said that the concentration of 
units was a key factor in the low cost 
of the units, because he could offer 
services at a lower cost. 

Miceli asked if anyone knew the 
feelings of the Wilmington Housing 
Authority. 

Burns said that the housing authori- 
ty had not supported the particular 
project, but that they had said there 
was a need for more housing. 

Gillis said that a Wilmington Hous- 
ing Authority letter opposes the pro- 
ject. 

Selectman Aldo Caira said that he 
had a lot of reservations regarding the 
proposal. He said that that many 
houses sold would open up school use. 

Banda asked about the effect of the 
development on the wellfield. 

Burns said that he was planning to 
construct a moat completely around 
the property. He then said that the 
sewer for the project would be con- 
nected to the proposed municipal 
sewer in the Ballardvale Stteet in- 
dustrial area. 

Miceli then opened the discussion te. 
the public, with the first question 
coming from Mrs. Stephen Murphy of 
Andover Street. She wanted to know 
if Ainsworth Road would be the only 
access to the development. 

Burns replied that it was, citing it 
as a security factor. It was brought 
out that another right of way might 


exist, but that it would probably not be 


used. 

John Sanborn of Church Street ask- 
ed if the town would be opening itself 
up, to welfare problems with the 
development. 

Burns said that that factor would be 
under the control of the housing 
authority. No units privately sold 
would cause such a problem. 

Sanborn asked about the possibility 
of financial collapse on the part of the 
developer. 

Burns said that the units would be 
built on one-acre lots, each with 
separate title. Each building would 
have 23 units, and each lot would be 
transferred to the trustees once the 
developer had finished it. Any finan- 
cial problems with the developer 
could not jeoparadize the completed 
units. 

After questions by some other 
residents, Miceli then began to close 
the discussion, saying that he felt that 
the incident of the past week’s 
meeting had been errors in judge- 
ment, but that there were no hard 
feelings. 

Banda summed%tp his position, say- 
ing, ‘I'm dead against it. I'm disturb- 
ed that the good name of the senior 
citizens would be used to build these 
condiminiums."” 

After the discussion had formally 
closed, residents continued to ques- 
tion Burns in the outer Town Hall, 
while the selectmen conducted a hear- 
ing on an official map case. 

Regarding the seven and one half 
acre parcel Blake said that he had 
attempted to research the title to the 
land in the Registry of Deeds. He said 
that the land had been divided into a 
large number of small parcels many 
years ago, and that he had been un- 
able to follow the history of the deeds. 
It had been referred to town counsel. 

Attorney Courtney said that the 
problem was before the Land Court, 
but that he was not the attorney in- 
volved in the matter.

They also 
speak to groups such as Boy Scouts, as 
last Thursday. 

Parker had just the right amount of 
humility and the right amount of 
humor to go with his erudite 
knowledge of space and flight. 

He spoke for one hour and 40 
minutes, to an entranced audience 
Much of what he said will probably 
appear in Cub Scout meetings in the 
next few weeks.

Stepan granted 
sewer permit 


The Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion has granted a permit for con- 
tinuing discharge of waste into the 
sewer by the Stepan Chemical Com- 
pany of Eames Street, Wilmington. 

The permit culminates an effort of 
some six years by Stepan to bring 
their waste water into limits accep- 
table to the MDC. The chemical plant 
discharges about 100,000 gallons a 
day, and the water contains a certain 
amount of sulfates. 

In the past few years, Stepan has in- 
Stalled a treatment system to reduce 
the concentration of sulfates. In 1969, 
the sulfate level was about 50,000 
parts per million, (ppm) according to 
Ron McBrien, Stepan plant manager. 
The present level is well within the 
MDC limit of 1000 ppm. The reading 
for September 1976, McBrien said, 
was 609 ppm. 

The sulfate level has been reduced, 
McBrien said, by neutralizing the sul- 
fates with lime, and then settling out 
most of the sulfates in ponds on the 
Stepan property. The waste water for 
discharge into the sewer is then 
pumped off the top of the settling 
pond. The settled wastes are calcium 
sulphate, or gypsum, McBrien said. 
They are dug out and dumped 
elsewhere on the property, in a state- 
approved disposal area, he said. 

The settlement of the sewer 
problem removes a major hurdle in 
the Town of Wilmington’s attempts to 
receive state funding for a sewer ex- 
pansion program. The State Division 
of Water Pollution Control has been 
holding back money from the town 
because of the problem with Stepan’s 
waste water. \ 

There are still two lawsuits pen- 
ding, between Stepan and the Town of 
Wilmington. One is in regard to the 
sewer use charge, the other in regard 
to betterment charges on the in- 
terceptor sewer that adjoins, Stepan 
property

A Tewksbury Incinerator 


Tewksbury’s ‘selectmen have 
authorized the Planning Board to in- 
vestigate the possibility of locating an” 
incinerator in East Tewksbury, off 
Route 93 and near Andover and 
Wilmington. There are a few things to 
be said, in a possibly informative way. 

‘The incinerator would be regional in 
concept, would be operated by a 
private company. It would pay no tax- 
es, but instead Tewksbury would be 
paid $1 a ton as a fee, for refuse burn- 


The minimum would be two thou- 
sand tons a day, and the maximum 
three thousand - between six and nine 
hundred thousand tons a year, to use a 
figure. Such money, if paid to 

~Tewksbury, would reduce the tax 
burden by about $3 to $5. It takes 
$215,000 in revenue to reduce the 
Tewksbury taxes $1 

Tewksbury would probably have to 
have a change in its bylaws. Out of 
town rubbish cannot be dumped in 
Tewksbury at the present time 
However, such a change is not 100 per- 
cent certain - and it would have to go 
through the Town Meeting if needed - 
where anything can happen. 


The two sites proposed are not now 
connected by road to Ti 
They could:be connected to Interstate 
Route 93 - the state would do this. One 
site is on the west side, and one on the 
east side of Route 93. Both are to be 
described as being near the Gillette 
plant. 

The present Tewksbury dump, the 
planning. board has been told by a 
state official, is already overloaded 
A proposed addition, if restricted to 
‘Tewksbury trash, 60 tons a day, would 
last about six years. If there were 
more than Tewksbury trash it would 
last that much less. 

Material to be incinerated would 
leave a residue of clean ash, with 
about five percent of the volume of 
the arriving trash. This could be used 
as fill, or trucked away. 

‘The incinerator process would also 
produce other materials and in- 
dustries. Copper, steel and other 
materials would be salvaged. in other 
words, if the incinerator should be 
located in Tewksbury there should be 
more than the minimum area. There 
must be room for spin-off industries 
too. 


Tewksbury Out? 


One third of the state represen- 
tatives who take their seat in the State 
House next January will not be there 
two years later. It jooks as though one 
of the towns which will not be 
represented will be Tewksbury 

By a state wide vote the number of 
state representatives is to be reduced. 

Remember the campaign, started by 
the League of Women Voters? It was 
supposed to improve the stature of the 
state house and to save money 

What it will do is reduce the 
representation of the towns of 
Massachusetts. The cities will not 
hurt - just some of the towns 
Tewksbury stands a good chance to be 
one of those towns 

‘There was a big whoop and holler by 


the big TV stations and the 
newspapers from the big cities. Their 
cities would not be hurt. There would 
still be representation in the state 
house for them. 

It is the small towns - those with a 
population of less than $5,000, which 
will lose representation. 

A town like Tewksbury, which is 
divided into three. precincts, is a 
prime target. The chances are that 
the people in one of the precincts will 
end up voting for an Andover 
representative, and in the second 
precinct they will be voting for a 
Lowell rep. In the third precinct they 
will vote for someone from 
Wilmington and/or Billerica 

But no one from Tewksbury.

Hooper speaks out 
on housing 


George Hooper, Chairman of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority, says 
he is disturbed about the proposal to 
build housing for the elderly on Iand at 
Routes 93 and 125. 

“We need housing, but this is not the 
housing that we need," Hooper said. 
“We need subsidized housing that peo- 
ple can afford." 

Hooper said that the housing 
proposed for the North Wilmington 
site would be out of the price range of 
the people who need housing in 
Wilmington. Many of the people on 
the waiting list of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority, he said, do not 
‘own any housing now, and would not 
have any equity to convert into a con- 
diminium. Some of the people waiting 
for housing are living in relatives’ 
converted cellars and spare rooms, he 
said. 

“This would not help the people on 
‘our waiting list,"” he said 

Hooper said that he felt that the 
proposal for condiminiums in North 
Wilmington was ‘ripping off" the old 
people. 

* Hooper also said that he was disap- 
pointed by the lack of support the 


ment Act. ‘Where there’s a will, 
there's a way,”' he said. He said that 
land was available for housing, if the 
haqusing had been broken up into small 
parcels. 

Hooper said that the housing 
authority had sent a letter to other 
boards, asking for input. They receiv- 
ed disappointingly little response. 

“The Planning Board is the only 
board concerned with the housing 
need of the elderly. They're the only 
ones who said, ‘Yes, we'll sit with you 
and discuss it.""’ he said. 

Hooper said that he felt that one 
reason he has received so little 
response is that it is common 
knowledge that he is a candidate for 
Selectman. His efforts to secure hous- 
ing for the elderly has been inter- 
preted as being politically motivated. 

“We're responsible to the people of 
Wilmington,” he said, “and we're 
‘supposed to do what people in town 
want.” He said that he would like to 
see housing built that was esthetically 
pleasing as well as serving the needs 
of the town.
